The engagement, starting in the 
daytime, 
continued 
through 
the 
night. 
Nine British warships, a submar­ 
ine and 
numerous 
smaller British 
vessels were sunk, according 
to 
a 
German 
admiralty 
statement re­ 
ceived here via the Sayville wireless 
this afternoon. 
The German report admits the loss 
of two German warships and a pos­ 
sible loss of a third with several tor­ 
pedo boats unaccounted for. 
The German statement was issued 
following the return to its base of 
the German high seas fleet. 
The greatest of the British ships 
reported 
lost 
are 
the 
battleship 
W arspite. and the 
battle 
cruiser 
Queen Mary and Indefatigible. 
The Germans heaviest losses were 
the 
battleship 
Pommora, 
a 
pre- 
dreadnaught of the Deutschland type 
Cruiser Wiesbaden and the protected 
cruiser Frauenlob, the latter report­ 
ed missing. 
The Germans make no estimate of 
the number of their torpedo boats 
lost. 
Their estimate of the British 
losses, in small craft, is covered by 
the phrase “a large number.” 
More than an hour after the Ger­ 
man wireless announcing the North 
Sea battle had reached 
New York, 
the first statement 
of the 
British 
admiralty arrived by cable. 
A section of the cable message, 
the first part of which was 
de­ 
layed in transmission, 
stated 
that 
the known British destroyers 
lost 
included the Tipperary, the Turbu­ 
lent, the Fortune, the Sparrow Hawk 
and thfi. Ardent. 
This list was the first enumeration 
by name of small British craft lost 
in the engagement. 
The German official statement as­ 
serted that the German fleet had re­ 
turned to its base. 
The statement 
carried the suggestion that possibly 
the British had pursued the Germans 
despite the losses. 
This might a c ­ 
count for the delay in a report from 
London. 
The 
German 
statement 
made it clear that the British force 
was “considerably superior.”

“Why didn’t you vote for the in­ 
crease in the number of submarines 
from twenty to fifty when the pro­ 
posal was before the house yester­ 
day,” Mr. Gray was asked. 
“I didn't vote for it because 
the 
bill already provided for the maxi­ 
mum amount of money that had been 
allowed the naval committee,”

This answer apparently is a con­ 
firmation of the rumor that has been 
abroad in Washington 
ever since 
the naval committee made its report. 
It had been said that the Democra­ 
tic leaders who were responsible for 
raising the revenue in this congress 
had put a limit on the amount that 
the naval committee could spend.

Local manufacturers of ice cream 
and soda fountain

lowing the visit of two inspectors 
from the state food and drug de­ 
partment. 
The 
inspectors 
issued 
orders that on and after July 1 no 
cream and milk should be used in ice 
cream or retailed over the counter 
that was not Pasteurized. 
If the older is put in effect 
the 
only hardship will be in getting milk 
that has been Pasteurized, as at pre­ 
sent 
all the 
manufacturers of ice 
cream here use cream that has been 
through the Pasteurizing process. If 
the order is followed out it will 
be 
very severe on a large number 
of 
dairies and will probably force some 
out of business. The order was not 
issued to any of the dairies and for 
this reason the ice cream and soda 
fountain people are not sure of their 
ground. 
The order would forbid the retail­ 
ers fHem selling milk and cream that 
was not Pasteurized and as none 
of the dairies here has the means for 
Pasteurizing 
the 
problem is 
a 
difficult one. 
Retailers believe that 
the Pasteurization is up to the owner 
of dairies and the owners of the dai­ 
ries say that if they are compelled 
to put in the process they will quit 
business. The cost of the equipment 
for the Pasteurizing process is said 
to be between $500 and $600. Some 
of the men 
go 
so far as to 
say 
that they see a scheme in the order 
to 
boost 
Pasteurizing 
equipment. 
One of the inspectors here yesterday 
was the regular inspector for this 
district and the other man was a 
stranger. 
It is likely 
that II. S. Barnard, 
head of the food and drug depart­ 
ment will be appealed to in effort 
to change the order or see if it is 
genuine. The inspectors left no writ­ 
ten notices aud failed to visit the 
dairies For this reason the ice cream 
manufacturers think they see a way 
to escape the order as it is up to 
the dairies to do the Pasteurizing. 
The ice cream people state that 
the dairy people retail milk the same 
as they do over their counters and 
for this reason there should be no 
discrimination. This order

inspectors may be taken like a good 
many others of recent date, which 
is merely to let them slide.

Our governments,, 


jotti national and sta^e, recbgniz'e 
he fact and there are many laws on 
oiir statute books that impose fine's 
'or destroying birds and bind nests. 
The first bird law in '.Indiana was' 
>assed by the -legislature of l&M-i- 
3f this law we quote the first and 
bird sections: 


Section L Be ib enacted by the 


General 
Assembly of the State of. 


Indiana that it snail be unlawful for 
any person to kill any 
wild 
bird 


other than a game bird or pur-chase, 
offer for sale any such wild bird af- 
:er it has been killed- or to destroy 
:he eggs or nest of any wild bird. 


'Section 3. Any person 
violating 


:he provisions of section 1 of this 
act upon conviction shall be fined 
in a sum not less than ten or more 
;ban fifty dollars to which may be 
added imprisonment for not less 
than five days nor more than thirty 
days. 


This law, with many changes and 


additions, is still in force. 


The recent meeting of the State 


Audubon society at Rushville proved 
that there' are several people in Rush 
county interested in bird study both 
for pleasure and for the good birds 
do. While this is true, there should 
be many more, for what can be more 
pleasant and health-giving than a 
stroll through field, orchard or wood 
enjoying the music of our feathered 
friends, the binds! 


The purpose of these articles is 


to create an interest in bird pre- 
servation around our homes. 


Nature determines .largely -what 


birds a community shall have. Bird 
in tkeii' migration establish routes of 
travel, 
usually 
following 
some 


water course. Rush county lies in 
what is called the Whitewater route, 
but is on the western edge of it. Big 
Flatroek river is followed by many 
birds through Rush county. In or- 
der to find birds here, one needs to 
be within one mile of the river, the 
nearer the better. 


Changes in Bird Life 


"When the white man first came to 


Rush county, it was a vast forest? a 
wilderness unbroken except by the 
water courses, the trail of the In- 
dian, the runways of the deer and 
the roadways of the 
buffalo. 
The 


birds then were only s'nch as livec 
in the thickest woods on the bars o 
the river channels. -With the cutting 
away of the fleavy timber, thicket 
took 
its 
place. 
Then 
came the 


thicket inhabiting forms of' birds 
As the thickets were cleared 'away, 
they gave place to pastures, mead- 
ows and 
cultivated 
fields. 
Then 


came the sparrows and other species 
of birds that live, in the open. -Then 
orchards and gardens were develop- 
ed and with them canie the orioles, 
the orchard 
warblers 
and Bother 


foims that 
choose to make their 


homes near the homes of man. These 
changes are going on 
constantly. 


Some birds that were 
unknown 


twelve years ago, when we became 
•specially interested 
in birds, 
are 


fairly common now and a few that 


were common, tlien are'now rare 
or have entirely disappeared. 


, . 
Destruction of Birds 
' 


There are many ways by which 


jjrds are destroyed. - . , There are dis- 
eases common to birds that destroy 
nany. 
Then storms kill thousaiids 


of birds and ruin their nests. On 
April 2l of this yean a very heavy 
.rainfall. destroyed dozens of robin 
nests'. You can find many-a vacant 
robin nest that the mother bird was^ 
compelled to abandon because 
of 


hat rain. The famous heronry 
in 


Webb's woods near Rushville was 
completely depopulated in 1914 by a 
strong 
wind. There 
were 
about 


twenty nests and each one had two 
young birds which had just gotten 
out of the nests on to the limbs in 
the tops of the tall trees. A strong 
wind blew all of them off and in 
falling every bird was killed. 
In 


1912 the weather was good in the 
latter part of January. 
The blue 


birds migrated and then severe wea- 
ther came and destroyed nearly ev- 
ery blue bird in Rush county and all 
over the eastern states. 


Cats are very destructive or "birds. 


It is estimated from careful watch 
that each cat will average one hird 
a day. 
This makes an 
enormous 


total of birds killed in this county 
every year. 


Men and boys, instead 
of being 


protectors, are destroyers of birds. 
A man will shoot a bird and throw it 
aside, apparently without thinking 
of having 
destroyed a friend that 


has worked all summer for him kill- 
ing worms that are harmful to his 
crops. 


The English 
sparrow, 
that was 


brought here in 1850 from England 
in hopes that it would destroy the 
the most destructive agencies 
with 


the most destrucive agencies with 
which our birds 
have to contend. 


They have driven the blue birds from 
their homes and the lane swallows 
that used to be so common have dis- 
appeared until we doubt if a single 
nest can be found in the county. 
These birds have little respect for 
many kinds of birds. There are in 
my yard today two robins and a 
chipping sparrow nests, that are oc- 
cupied by English sparrows while" th 
rightful owners have moved away. 


Women are responsible 
for the 


death of many of our most beauti- 
ful birds. 
Many a bird, always a 


beautiful one, has given its life to 
adorn some woman's hat 
and oJ 


these it takes the life of three birds 
to put on one hat. 
The 
beautifu 


white egret is used extensively ,on 
women's hats. 
It reaches its mosl 


beautiful plumniage while incubating 
her-eggs. 'When her two eggs have 
been hatched she has reached 
her 


greatest beauty. . Then she is killed 
in order that some woman may wear 
hen'two 
beautiful 
feathers. 
The 


two. baby birds must starve to death; 
thus three Eves are given for just 
two feathers. 


In addition to the destroying agen- 


cies named above ,birds are killed 
in 'accidents.
